With Mrs. Clippert at the 
piano the crowd marched in and 
took their places at the tables. 
Before seating one verse of 
America was sung, as is the 
usual custom at all Kiwanis 
meetings. Fr. Moloney gave the 
invocation. Frank Sales, official

the singing of a number of. 
patriotic songs during the lunch- 
eon. 

Constitutional Talks. 

After formal introduction of 
the guests, President Clippert 
began the program of talks by 
saying: 

We are met here today to re- 
dedicate the National Constitu- 
tion which was adopted Septem- 
ber 17, 1787, and stress the Na- 
tion’s ideal of Civil and Religious 


liberty... 
In discussing the constitution, 
which has survived so many 


years, the question is whether it 
shall continue to be the supreme 
law of the land, and we cannot 
discuss the former without as- 
sociating the flag with all its 
implications. 

We are indeed indebted to the 
great Democrat of the ages, the 
friend of the publicans and sin- 
ners and His life was taken 
away because He stood for the 
right of the common man. 

As the centuries came and 
went the heaven born truths that 
fell from His lips. were like the 


. seed in the hand of the Egyptian. 


But in the’ providence of Al- 
mighty God they were to be 
planted in the fertile soil reserv- 
ed for them thru the ages. 

Free born men caught the con- 
tagion of the divine spirit. A 
flame with a passion for temper- 
ance, prudence, fortitude and 
justice, they struck the blow that 
was to break the heavy manacles 
from the hands of humanity and 
lift high the lights of hope above 
the paths of human progress. 

The American flag could never 
have come into existence had it 
not been for the teachings of the 


One who died for His fellow men 
and for the pilgrim fathers who 
were definitely committed to the 
Gospel. 

The American flag stands not 
for racial achievements nor na- 
tional victories, but for eternal 
principles. 

The loyalists of the Revolution 
brought this. nation into exist- 
ence not for their own pleasure 
or profit but for the good of God 
and man. 


The Purpose of the Constitution 
(By Rev. Edgar Flory) 

The Constitution is today in 
the limelight of public opinion. 
It is in the focus of our think- 
ing, because the Constitution is 
the yardstick with which the 
New Deal laws are being meas- 
ured. 

What is this Constitution? It 
is the framework of our govern- 
ment, the fundamental law of 
the land. No serious considera- 
tion of this document can permit 
the purpose of the constitutio: 
to be overlooked. That purpose 
oft expressed in the Declaration 
of Independence in the words: 
“We hold these truths to bk 
self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are en- 
dowed by their Creator with cer- 
tain unalienable rights, that 
among these are Life, Liberty 
and the pursuit of Happiness.” 
That purpose is further express- 
ed in the preamble to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, 
which every school boy and 
girl is supposed to memorize: 
“We, the people of the United 
States, in order to form a more 
perfect union, establish justice, 
insure domestic tranquility, pro- 
vide for the common defense, 
promote the general welfare, and 
secure the blessings of liberty 
to ourselves and our posterity, 
do ordain and_ establish this 
constitution for the United States 
of America.” 

All articles of the Constitution 
are merely the means of carry- 
ing out the purpose stated in the 
preamble. The happiness and 
welfare of the country and its 
people are of primary considera- 
tion. Realizing that conditions 
change and that governmental 
laws must change to meet these 
new conditions, the framers of 
the Constitution made provision 
for changes’‘in the Constitution 
in the form of amendments. Thus 
far twenty amendments have 
been passed and others are un- 
der consideration. 

Because human slavery did 
not insure domestic tranquility, 
did not establish justice for the 
black man, did not promote the 
general welfare, the thirteenth 
and fourteenth amendments 
were passed; because the denial 
to women of the right to vote 
was an infringement upon their 
liberty and a violation of the 
principle of equality, the nine- 
teenth amendment was passed. 
Because child labor is a detri- 


ment not only to children but to 
the general welfare, an amend- 
ment to abolish child labor is 
now before the states. Michigan, 
T believe, was the fifteenth state 
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to ratify thus far. 

We must not forget that the 
Constitution was not considered 
perfect by its framers, that it 
was a compromise document 
‘agreed upon after weeks of dis- 
‘cussion and. controversy, that 
even such patriots as Patrick 
Henry opposed parts of it which 
were adopted. Let us not forget 
that our Constitution is not an 
end in itself, but a means toward 
an end. If it was necessary for 
the gréat commandments of 
love and the Sermon on the 
Mount to be added to the Ten 
+Commandments:te bring abou 
a better world, why should we 
fear changes and additions to 
the Constitution to bring about 
a better country? . 

The present crisis demands 
adherence and obedience to the 
spirit of the Constitution; it also 
demands that we not hesitate to 
make such changes as will pro- 
mote the general welfare. 

Surely we must remind our- 
selves from: time to time that 
the preamble says: “We, the 
people of the United States...” 
no Wall Street, not the Hearst 
press, not any particular group, 
but the representatives of all of 
the people. Shall we also re- 
mind ourselves that poverty, un- 
employment, insecurity in old 
age are diseases within a nation, 
more deadly than any enemy 
without? What pursuit of hap- 
piness is there for a man out 
of work? What liberty is there 
for-a boy who must go to work 
in a cotton mill when he is 
twelve years old? What happi- 
ness is there for a woman who 
has no food in the house for her 
to cook for hungry children? 


If then, poverty, unemploy- 


ment, and social insecurity are}, 


diseases, are so recognized, and 
the welfare of a country are be- 
ing jeopardized, the logical 
thing for a free people to do is 
to get rid of them, This must 
be done legally and according to 
a just and liberal interpretation 
of the Constitution. If, however, 
it is necessary to amend the 
Constitution again and again in 
order to achieve these ends, then 
the duty of the true patriot is 
to encourage and work for such 
amendments. 

The test of our national loyal- 
ty and good citizenship is not in 
our desire to preserve and main- 
tain the Constitution as it is, but 
in our desire and willingness to 
realize its aim and purpose. 


Youth And the Constitution 
(By Supt. Gerald Poor) 
Our schools are run for the 
benefit of the students who at-: 
tend them. This is true in Gray- 
ling, as it is in the systems of 
the country. Every year the 
Constitution of the United States 
is studied in our local schools. 
The history of this country is 
taught in the sixth, eighth, and 
eleventh grades. It had had its 
effect on the world history 
course of the tenth grade, and 
our governmental system is the 
entire subject matter of the 
Senior Civics course. We try 
to instruct each class carefully 

on a variety of topics— 

1. The conditions that led up 
to the Constitution, both in this 
country, and the trends in other 
countries. 

2. The men who formed the 
Constitutional convention, doing 
the actual work through that 
long summer in 1787. 

3. The adoption of the finished 
document, with its functioning, 
interpretation, and changes. 

4. Appreciation and respect 
for the heritage from the past, 
showing that only a thoughtful 
citizenry can carry forward the 
duties of the future, and teach- 
ing that the spirit of the docu- 
ment is more important than the 
letter. 

I am very glad to have this 
expression of interest in 
young people.: They are our 
most valuable source, in Gray- 
ling as in any town. I am glad 
also that they can be so clearly 
shown that others besides the 
authors of textbooks and teach- 
ers are vitally concerned with 
our Constitution. 


Shall Constitution Be Construed 


Liberally Or Strictly? 
(By Chas. E. Meore) 


Should 


“the Constitution P be 
construed liberally, or should. it 
be construed strittly? For near- 

|ly 150 years the people of our 
nation have heard that question 


pose of the writing is to be 
gathered from the entire ddcu- 
ment taken as a whole and 
from the facts and circumstances 
surrounding its execution. So to 
properly understand what we 
mean by a strict or a_ liberal 
construction of the Constitution 
we must first go back and con- 
sider what took place when the 
delegates from 12 of the 13 
colonies wrote it. From the lat- 
ter part of May until the middle 
of September, 1787, these men 
deliberated upon the type of 
government to be established 
and upon the powers it would 
be given. 

There must have been and 
there were many long and bitter 
arguments over the power and 
the authority to be given to the 
central government. In_ those 
days political liberty and politic- 
a] equality were privileges that 
were young and were closely 
guarded. They had been won 
only after a long and bitterly 
hard won war. Men had no in- 
tention of forming a government 
that would in any way jeopard- 
ize those liberties. 

And when arguments arose as 
to the extent of the powers to 
be vested in the new govern- 
ment, it was repeatedly stated 
upon the floor of the convention 
that the Constitution to be writ- 
ten was to be only a delegation 
or a.grant of powers to the cen- 
tral government and all powers 
not given were to be retained by 
the people. 

We find this expressly provid- 
ed for in the Constitution itself 
Article 1, section 1 provides: 

“All legislative powers herein 
granted shall be vested in a 
Congress of the U. S.” 

Again in section 8 of Article 1: 
“The Congress shall have power” 
and then follows certain specific 
powers. 

However some of the States 
felt that the Constitution was 
not specific enough on the point 
and so the 16th Amendment, be- 
ing a portion of the -so called 
Bill of Rights, was added. It 
provides: “The powers not dele- 
gated to the U. S. by the Con- 
stitution nor prohibited by it to 
the States are reserved to. the 


States’ respectively or to the 

people.” es 
So we find from its own ex- 

pressly stated provisions and 


from the intent of the men 
framed it that the Constitution 
was a giving up or a granting of 
certain powers to a central gov- 
ernment. Therefore with this 
background in mind, we mean, 
when we speak of a liberal or 
a strict construction of the Con- 
stitution whether the powers so 
granted by the people shall be 
construed liberally in favor of 
the government. or _ strictly 
against it. 

In the early days of the new 
government the question of con- 
struction and of the limitations 
upon the powers of the Congress 
became so bitterly argued that 
two factions grew up, the strict 
constructionists and the liberal 
constructionists. The liberal 
constructionists headed by Ham- 
ilton, championed a strong cen- 
tral government and a broad in- 
terpretation of its powers. The 
strict constructionists headed by 
Jefferson, took the opposite 
viewpoint. 

There are certain powers vest- 
ed in Congress and not enumer- 
ated in the Constitution. The 
Supreme Court of the United

New Water Pumps 
Being Installed 


SYSTEM READY FOR OPERA- 
TION NEXT WEEK 


The new pumps for the water- 
works system have arrived and 
are being installed. City Man- 
ager Miller says that it is ex- 
pected that the pumps will be 
ready for operation by Septem- 
ber 25th. At that time the en- 
tire system will be flushed, 
cleansed and chlorinated. After 
that the water will be pure and 
without contamination and safe 
for all purposes. This improve- 
ment will put Grayling ahead a 
long way and is what has long 
been needed. 

Meters have already been in- 
stalled and will be put into op- 
eration in October, according to 


present plans./ After that time 
those who use a lot of water 
will have to pay accordingly, 


and those using but little will do 
the same. In the past some 
places have used and wasted a 
lot of water for which they paid 
no more than those who used 
the minimum. It is quite assur- 
ed that a lot of waste is going 
to be eliminated by the meter 
plan of charging, which is the 
only fair way. 

Mr. Fetz, the PWA engineer 
who has been on the job almost 
since the waterworks job start- 
ed, says we are very fortunate 
in having such fine quality of 
water from the new wells. It 
won’t be long now before we 
may take a drink from the 
faucets. There may be a taste 
of chlorine for a few days but 
that won't do any harm. In 
many cities all public water is 
chlorinated and the users are 
accustomed to the taste and do 
not mind it. With our pure 
water it will not need this pro- 
cess except for a brief time in 
order to cleanse any impurities 
that may remain in the pipes 
after they have been flushed.

One of the most thrilling pleas

Bankers Report Nation-Wide 
Improvement in Goodwill 
Toward Banks 


NEW YORK.—Ninety-six per cent 
of over 300 reporting clearinghouses 
throughout the United States find 
concrete evidence of favorable turns 
in public opinion regarding banks, 
‘tt {s shown in the regults of a survey 
made by “Benking,” the monthly 
publication of the American Bank- 
ers Association. City and country 
districts in every state are repre- 
sented in the survey, [t points out. 

“The outstanding conclusion is 
that there has been a genuine na- 
tion-wide improvement the last few 
mouths in the attitude of the public 
toward its banking institutions,” the 
publication says. Statistical evi- 
dence on which the bankers base 
their conclusions which warrant this 
statement is described as follows: 


The Evidence 

“How do bankers know there has 
been an improvement in the public 
attitufe? They have certain statis. 
tical evidence. They have seen their 
deposits increase substantially in 
nearly all the cases reported, and 
tremendously in some cases, 

“For another thing, they know 
that fewer people are using safe de- 
posit boxes for their savings. 

“However, Many express the view 
that they could throw out the statis- 
tical evidence and still realize that 
the public is in a better mood where 
| the banks are concerned than be- 
fore. The best evidence offered on 
this point, numerous bankers say, {8 
to be found in the acceptance by the 
public of service charges and re- 
duced deposit interest.” 


A Summary of the Returns 

The statement presents the fol- 
lowing summary of the survey: 

“We find on breaking up the gen- 
eral classifications of replies to the 
poll that the 65 per cent of those 
answering with an unqualified ‘yes’ 
represent only a partial measure of 
the optimistic feeling. Adding the 
favorable replies included in other 
groups, (i. e. ‘yes’ with qualifica 
tions, ‘no change,’ and ‘mixed') we 
find that the vote shows a definitely 
healthy situation in 84 per cent of 
the localities reporting; at least 
some signs of improvement In an- 
other 12 per cent; a continuance of 
unfavorable conditions in 2 per cent, 
and a change for the worse in an- 
other 2 per cent.” 

As to reasons for the changes in 
public opinion regarding banks re- 
ported by the clearinghouses “more 
than one organization has a word to 
say about the American Bankers As- 
sociation advertising and educa 
tional material,” the magazine says 

It mentions in addition the bene. 
fits of the Federal Deposit [nsurance 
Corporation in the emergency, im 
provement in the general business 
situation. the weeding out of weak 
banks and the banking moratorium. 

“The response to the survey can 
be put down as encouraging and in 
formative.” the magazine concludes 
“It holds out the definite hope tha: 
with a continuance of a cooperative. 
educational attitude on the part of 
the bankers the rest of the jéurney 
back to normal may well be com 
pleted in the not too distant future.” 


BANKERS ACTIVE IN 
SOIL SAVING MOVE 


Issue Book Describing Causes, 
Ravages and Means of Pre- 
vention of Erosion 


MADISON, Wisc.— Under the title 
“Protecting Investment Values in 
Land,” the American Bankers Asso: 
elation Agricultural Commission has 
published a booklet dealing with the 
conservation of soil resources a8 a 
pressing national problem. 

“Careful estimates indicate that 
750,000,600 ns of soil, suspended 
and dissolved, are carried off to the 
sea each year by running water,” 
the commission's book declares. “An 
equal amount removed from Its 
source is left en route. This means 
a total of 1,500,000,000 tons, equal 
to approximately one ton for each 
acre of land inthis country. The Soil 
Conkervation Service estimates that 
already 35,000,000 acres have been 
practically riined. 

“There dre 125,000,000 more acres 
that have lost the valuable topsoil, 
and It is estimated that still another 
100 million acres are being cop. 
verted into ,marginal or sub-mar-. 
ginal fand, bringing disaster to those 


‘|monthe from the

ruin to the next generation, since 
these destructive forces are going 
on at an ever increasing rate.”

wild life In a land use program. The 
booklet - describes in detafl the 
marshalling of many forces which 
is befng ‘brought abdut under the 
teadership of the Soil Erosion Ser

The Director of Conservation, 
in compliance with Federal reg- 
ulations in regard to ducks, 
geese, brant, coot, Wilson’s snipe 
or Jacksnipe, rails and woodcock, 
recommends certain regulations. 

Therefore, the Conservation 
Commission, by authority of Act 
230, P. A. 1925, hereby orders 
that regulations on migratory 
game birds. as provided by Act 
286, P. A. 1928, as amended, shall 
be abridged to permit the hunt- 
ing of waterfowl (excepting rud- 
dy duck and bufflehead) Wilson’s 
snipe or Jacksnipe and coot dur- 
ing the season of 1935 only from 
October 21 to November 19, in- 
clusive, excepting that it shall be 
unlawful to hunt waterfowl, coot, 
Wilson’s snipe or Jacksnipe - be- 
fore 7 a. m. or after 4 p. m, and 
woodcock and rails excepting 
coot before 7 a. m. or after sun- 
set, Eastern Standard Time: to 
prohibit the taking of ruddy 
duck, bufflehead, Ross’s Geese, 
and provide daily bag and pos- 
session limits as follows: Ducks, 
(except ruddy duck and buffle- 
headj—10 in the aggregate of all 
kinds, and any person at any one 
time may possess not more than 
10 ducks in the aggregate of all 
kinds; and not more than 4 geese 
and brant combined may be tak- 
en in one day or had in posses- 
sion at one time.

Our Supreme Court has said 
that certain necessary powers 
not ressly mentioned in the 
Constitution are vested in Con- 
gress by implication. One ex- 
ample of powers: by implication 
may be found surrounding the 
express power given to Congress 
to: “establish post offices and 
post roads.” In construing that 

, grant pf power the Supreme 
Court has said that coupled with 
the ‘express grart and by neces- 
sary implication the Congress 
shall have the power to purchase 
land or obtain it by proper pro- 

ed cedure in condemnation, to erect 
Pee buildings, to hire and to dis- 
Bs charge, to enter into contracts 
and to do all other things to the 
end that an efficient postal sys- 
tem may be established and 
maintained. 

The founders of our Constitu- 
tion in their wisdom divided the 
government into three branches, 
the legislative, to make the laws, 
the executive, to enforce the 
laws and the judicial, to inter- 
pret the laws, and each branch 
was to act as a check upon the 
other so that none might over- 
step its limitations. No one 
branch shall usurp or encroach 
upon the rights and powers of 
another. There is no place in 
our Constitution for “must legis- 
lation.” 

The men who wrote the Con- 
stitution knew that in all prob- 
ability the time would come 
when, due to growth, and a 
changing economic and_ social 
order, changes in the Constitu- 
tion might be necessary and 
desirable. Article 5 of the Con- 
stitution provides a method for 
adding amendments. The me- 
thod was not made easy, for 
those patriots with a steadfast 
determination to preserve what 
had been so costly to gain, desir- 
ed and intended that there 
should be no experimentation 


with the liberties guaranteed to 
the people. And no program 
based upon such experimenta- 


tion can long exist. 

When it becomes necessary or 
proper to add to the power or 
authority vested in the Congress 
or in the Executive then the 
orderly procedure as expressly 
set forth in the Constitution 
should be followed. Our Sup- 
reme Court has said that when 


‘ additional powers are to be 
\ granted, the people must be 
' consulted and their permission 
: given.

Citizenship 


Dr. C. R. Keyport read an 
article on Citizenship that was 
presented before the National 
convention at San Antonio, Tex- 
as in July by Joshua L. Johns 
of Appleton, Wis. It reads as 
follows: : 

My subject is “Citizenship.” 
Kiwanians have learned in the 
past twenty years, as have all 
other citizens, that the funda- 
mental problems of citizenship 
are the same in all free coun- 
tries, : 

Everywhere in human ‘society, 
two principals have been and are 
now at work, antagonistic to 
each other, yet each is essential 
to the well-being of civil society. 

These are the principal of 
obedience and the principal of 
independence. The former, car- 
ried to excess, gives despotism. 
The latter, carried to excess, and 
generally diffused through a 
people, ends in anarchy. 

The United States and Canada 
have amicably adjusted them- 
selves to these two principals 
and, as a result, we have what 
we call free governments. 

In order for popular govern- 
ment to succeed, we must all be 
capable of citizenship and serve 
our countries well. Upon this 
we must stand or fall. This re- 
quires intelligence, self-control 
and a conscience. We may have 
our faults but, unquestionably, 
our citizenships rest upon a more 
solid foundation today than per- 
haps in any other country of the 
globe. 

Freedom, justice, popular en- 
lightenment, progress in ali arts 
and comforts of life exist with 


us on a more comprehensive 
scale than history has ever 
known. - Rescuing the common 


citizen from obscurity, endowing 
him with self-respect, dignity 
and social and economic oppor- 
tunity—this is our contribution 
to human progress. Do not for- 
get that the responsibility for 
forming ideals and fixing respon- 
sibility does not rest with states- 
‘men alone. 

It belongs now, perhaps as 
never before, to the intellectual 
leaders of our two countries and 
especially to those who are 
teachers in schools and universi- 
ties, also the press, radio, and 
moving pictures. All of these 
agencies, which have a_ free 
hand, can inspire our citizenship 
with a love of truth and honor, 
with a high sense of the obliga- 
tions of citizenship,-and especial- 
ly those who hold public office. 

Great opportunities lie ahead 
of us, and there is much we may 
accomplish for the future:of our 
two great countries. The founda- 
tions have already been laid, 
where the fabric of an enlighten- 
ed and steady advancing civiliza- 
tion may be reared. 

We have golden opportunities 
to show what an intelligent, zeal- 
ous and interested citizenship 
may do for happiness for our 
countries, and-enable us _ to be- 
come what*our founders hoped 
we might be—models for other 
nations which have emerged re- 
cently into the sunlight of free- 
dom.

Changes In The 
Game Laws 


A legislative change in the 
1935-1936 Game Laws will be 
of considerable interest to 
sportsmen this approaching sea- 
son. The training of dogs has 
been set from the 60th day next 
preceding the opening of the 
season on such game as may be 
lawfully hunted with doge and 
on through until the 15th day of 
March next following, but only 
between sunrise and sunset. Un- 
lawful to carry firearms while 
training dogs out of season. 

A change in the furbearer law 
places skunk on the protected 
list, giving an open season only 
from November lst to. January 
31st. Also the new law stipulates 
that nothing larger than a size 
1% trap may be used for the 
taking of muskrat and mink. 
This latter provision has been 
omitted from the small digest 
-issued---with the---purchase of 
hunting license. 

Federal Waterfowl Révulations 

The first of the season’s shoot- 
ing of waterfowl this season will 
be of woodcock from, October 
15th to 27th. Rails from October 
15th to November 19th. Shoot- 
ing season for ducks, geese, 
brant, Jacksnipe, and coots will 
begin October 21st and continue 
to November 19th. 

Restrictions 

1. Unlawful to shoot 
fowl over baited areas. 

2. Tilegal to use live decoys. 

8. Blinds, boats or floating 
craft of any kind cannot be used 
to take waterfowl more than 100 
feet from shore or emergent 
vegetation continues 
shore. .
